TRUE DEVELOPMENT. 


Of course, now that Congress is 


will see various 
for developing 


them up. There is a oUss in this 
country who iamgiue that the Rarest 
way to prosperity is to mortgage the 
future heavily for the benefit of the 
present, hoping that the future will 
1ml its own way out. They argue 
<hat the resources of a partioular lo- 
cality cannot be brought up to the 
highest standpoint too speedily, and 
will not admit that such a mortgaging 
and n;ich a rapid development during 
the years following the war have 
been, inoro than nnything else, the 
causes of the present distress of the 
laboring classes. The surest high 
way to prosperity Is by gradual de 
velopment, measured somewhat by 
the progress of social evolution. Ex- 
amples are not wanting of the utter 
failure of tha forcing policy. Peru 
furnishes the most conspicuous of 
them. According to the New York 
Times, Peru owes £200,000,000, most 
ly to tho trusting and much abused 
British bondholders. It is in default 
about 86,000,000 for interest, and it 
is said to bo the opinion of the best- 
informed business mou at Lima and 
Cilluo that no provision will ever be 
made for the payment of that or any 
other dues upon the foreign debts. 
To be sure, tbe obligation was origi 
nally secured liy a mortgage upon the 
guano deposits and the nitrate beds, 
which were a monopoly, and on sun 
dry railroads that belonged to the 
Stile and pay no dividends; but not- 
withstanding the pledge to its cred- 
itors, the governmflnt has been let- 
ting out profit.iblecontraotsforgnano 
to sundry parties und spending the 
proceeds for other purposes than 
meeting the interest account. 


Railroads, which were to be built 


with borrowed capital, were to de- 
velop the country and give tremen- 
dous stimulus to industry and com 
ineroe, thus making it easy for Peru 
to pay her debts either from tbe direct 
proceeds of her railway truffio or 
from taxation on her prosperous 
people. 
The railroads have been 


built, at least in part—at all events 
money has been spent on engineering 
of tho most gigantic kind—but the 
country thus far fails to develop ac-

THE SOUTHERN PESTILENCIC. 


The Report df 'the Yellow Fever 


Commission was read before tbe 
Health Association at 
Richmond, 


Va.. on Wednesday of laat week 
The Beportrenites the fact thatyellow 
fever was introduced into Naw Or- 
leans, La , May 23d, by a vessel from 
the topics; and that the filth, bad 
drainage, swamp lands and careless 
ness aided tbe spread of the epidem- 
ic. Tho Commission agree that the 
disease ia contagions, that, disinfect- 
ants are useless, and that quarantines 
are, in most oases, effectual. 


Tha conclusions reached are 
as 


follows. 


First—We have not in a solitary 


' 
instance found a case of yellow fever 
whioh we oould justifiably con ider 
as of ile noro origin, or indigenous to 
its locality. 


Second—In respect to most of the 


various towns whioh we visited, and 
which wer» point* of epidemic pre- 
valence, the testimony showed that 
tbe importation was direct and con- 
vincing in its character. 


Tliird—Transmission of 
yellow 


fever between points separated by 
any considerable distances appeared 
to be wholly duo to human inter- 
cuu-so- In some instances the poison 
was carried in clothing or abont the 
per«..as of people going from infected 
disti. :ts. In other instances it was 
com ycd in cotton, baling, or other 
gooii-> of the same description. 


Fo irtli—The weight of testimoney 


is very pronounced against the far- 
ther u«eof disenfectantp. Physicians 
in inl'-'cted towns, almost without ex- 
ception, state that they ure useless 
agon;* to arresttbo spread oi yellow 
fever, while some of them affirm that 
their vapors are seriously prejudicial 
to Mm sick. 


Filth—Personal prophvloris, by 


menus of drugs or other theratpeutic 
means, have proved a constant fail- 
ure 
A respectable number of qai- 


nine of some use in prevention. 


Sixth — Quarantine, 
established 


with such a degree of survellnnoe and 
rigor that absolute intercourse is the 
roaiilt, has effectually and without 
exception protected its subjects from 
attacks of yellow fever.

The 
unlimited lability charter of the 
bank makes them responsible to th» 
uttermost farthing, and this means 
utter and absolute ruin to the Block- 
JhoUera. In vieiw of this fact, and 
.having respect, also to the national 
good oama an effort in being made 
by leading Scotchmen to mitigate, by 
private subscription, the pressure 
upon the shareholders. A consider- 
able sum, say $500,000, has been sub- 
scribed in Scotland and England, but 
as this is a trilling when compared 
with the total liabilities of tbe do- 
fnnct bank, an appeal, signed by the 
Lords Provoat of Glasgow and Ed in 
burgh, and by tbe Executive Com 
mittee of the City of Glasgow Relief 
Fund, baa been addressed to Scotch- 
men abroad.
